"Be- 
cause o£ that there aren't likely to 
be many game fish in the lake, and 
the fisherman wouldn't choose it 
for a vacation unless there are spe- 
cial circumstances. 


"On the other hand, a soft water 


lake would be likely to have a 
beautiful bathing beach, free of 
weeds, and many vacationers would 
elect it as a place to build a cot- 
tage." 


Bordner and his staff have made 


surveys of all big lakes in Sawyer. 
Douglas and Bayfield counties to 
help Wisconsin citizens get a bet- 
ter idea of the states water resour- 
ces. Pamphlets showing the 
loca- 


tion of each lake, type of land cov- 
er surrounding it. species of fish in 
the lake, type of water and aquatic 
vegetation, and swimming beaches 
have been prepared.

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The Dog Owner and His Dog

Much too frequently, when train- j 


ing young dogs, most of us are in- 
clined to let them "get away wilh 
it." 
Once the pup tastes victory 


in the form of putting something 
over on his trainer, the problem of 
enforcing obedience becomes more 
than the average dog owner seems 
able to 
cope with. 
Patience, of 


course, will correct most dog faults, 
but it is far better to use it at the 
beginning of the training period 
rather than to break a bad Iwbit 
learned through its neglect. 


You may have, for 
instance, 


taught your puppy to "lie down" at 
command. It was not difficult. A 
gentle pressure with the hands as 
you repeated the order, a moment's 
pause after he wss down, an "all 
right," when you let him up, then 
the usual reward in the form of a 
piece of dog discuit or graham 
cracker; that was about all there 
was to it. Perhaps he learned in 
a couple of lessons. 


But, came 
a day 
when you 


thought he was about perfect and 
ready to perform before friends. 
"Lie down," said you. And then a 
little lounder, "Lie down." 
But 


your perfectly trained pup had nev- 
er seen so many people at once, 
and he was busy making new ac- 
quaintances among the group. "Lie 
down." you thundered. But Flash 
just cast a knowing glance over his 
shoulder, as much as to say, "Says 
you." You explained that Flash 
was just having an off day, and let 
it go at that. The pup went on 
with his snooping. 


Should Insist 


Instead of insisting on obedience, 


you let him "get away with it." 
After each succeeding similar hap- 
pening, he was increasingly hard to 
get along with. Even had there 
been a thousand friends present, 
you should 
have made the dog 


obey, going though his first "lie 
down" routine if necessary. 


We have an Irish spaniel which is 


confined in the yard the year round. 
He is well trained and is especially 
efficient as a retriever 
In fact, it 


often seems that he v;ould rather 
"fetch" than eat. He is taught to 
"stay there" until the ball or stick 
has been thrown, to go after it only 
when ordered to "fetch," to deliver 
it to hand without prancing around 
first, and to "drop it" with no sign 
of chewing or tugging. 


Now 
frequently, 
neighboring 


youngsters use our yard for a play- 
ground, and when they aren't busy 
throwing rocks through our car 
windows they often toss sticks, tin 
cans or stones for the dog to chase. 
Of course this is great stuff for the 


children and for the spaniel, too, 
but it is tough on the one who is 
trying to keep a dog well trained. 


Discovers Cause 


On our evening jaunts or week- 


end trips, we can always tell when 
Mike has had a recent visit with 
his young friends. He minds about 
like a well mannered forest fire or 
a flock of six week old puppies. At 
first there was the feeling that the 
dog had become just plain stubborn, 
or that perhaps our training tactics 
were all haywire.

the last and greatest war he has become 
a symbol of national pride entirely apart 
from any personal glorification.

Seattle one should know that that region 
for a long time has had electric current 
at some of the lowest rates in America. 
The mountains have produced the water- 
power. The location was fortunate in de- 
livering the current in a great number of 
municipalities with a minimum of orig- 
inal ir,ve?l:r,ent and overhead. 


In fact elc'.-tric current was already 


so cheap out where the expensive yard- 
sticks arc bcin^ constructed that the Se- 
attle Gas Con.pc.ny could not hold the 
cooking ;•:-.•• heat ins; business.

can ever begin to compete with private in- 
dustry. For if the government wants to 
do anything it 'must first sell the people. 
But when private industry wants to do 
anything it must merely get the approval 
of a board of directors who aren't being 
bothered by a thousand and one questions 
but are centering their activities upon 
the wellbeing and advancement of that 
particular company. 
In nineteen times 


out of twenty they will far-outdistance 
any governmental plant. 


When the Seattle Gas Company can 


cut the cost of its gas by about 35 per cent 
it will have gathered to itself the cook- 
ing and heating business unless an electric 
plant can somehow cut costs to meet such 
competition. It will be a question of great 
difficulty to electric plants under private 
direction. It will be an impossible prob- 
lem to a government-conducted plant. 


HOW COSTS HAVE SKYROCKETED 
Because of the precarious condition of 


the railroads various private and govern- 
mental agencies have printed great bun- 
dles of statistics concerning costs of their 
operation which ore not usually considered 
by other people and certainly not open 
to the public eye. 


These figures are interesting and il- 


luminating. 
But the story they tell in 


relation to the railroads is just about the 
same story they tell in relation to every 
other industry excepting that the railroads 
have been so crated in by law they could 
not help themselves to escape in any way 
from the burdens put upon them. The 
Bureau of Railway Economics considers 
each item that has entered into railway 
operation, taking the 1936 and 1937 figures 
but only in relation to what are called 
Class I railways. 


In 1936 the fuel bill of the railways 


was 272 millions. It jumped 22 millions 
the next year. 


And who would think that in 1936 the 


railways paid 76 millions for forest prod- 
ucts, that is ties, timber and other forms 
of lumber, a sum that jumped 28 millions 
during the next year? 


In 1936 these railroads paid for iron 


and steel products in order to keep wheels, 
axles, frogs, switches, bridges, turn-tables, 
boilers, fire boxes, flues, tubes, signal ma- 
terial, springs, tracks, roadways, brakes 
and all other appliances, in shape, 273 mil- 
lions, a figure that jumped 84 millions the 
next year. In this large item is included 
those little things known as bolts, nuts, 
washers, rivets, lagscrews, pins and studs 
which cost the railroads over 10 million 
dollars in 1936, but the prices went up 
to over 12 million dollars for the next 
year. 


These Class I railroads paid out a total 


of 803 millions for fuel and supplies in 
1936. They paid out 966 millions for the 
same items in the next year. Here is an 
increase of 20 per cent in the cost of ma- 
terials necessary for the operation of these 
principal transportation units. 


It will be wise to remember that prac- 


tically the same operation has been taking 
place in every industry in America, the 
substantial increase in everything paid out 
from pins to smokestacks. It should be 
observed too that no mention here has 
been made of increases in wages, or taxes 
and that the increase in taxes, for the most 
part, has far outrun the increases else- 
where. 


YOU SAID A MOUTHFUL, LONDON 
The English aren't at ail apt in their ex- 


pressions but when they have thought a 
subject over pretty thoroughly their con- 
clusions are likely to be pointed. 


The London Sphere, reviewing the 


condition here in America, cites our marv- 
elous institutions, our world industrial su- 
premacy, our tremendous wealth and re- 
minds us, too, that our 130 million people 
have a purchasing power "greater than 
that of the 500 million people in Europe," 
and then concludes: 


"Responsible leadership which can- 


not translate such a bulging economy 
into assured prosperity is destitute 
of capacity. But pompous statesmen, 
looking over the estate, solemnly de- 
clare that the methods by which it was 
created arc all wrong, ought to be 
abandoned: that the time has come to 
substitute political management for in- 
dividual initiative.

i/e that proposal—it is jii<:t damn fool- 
i.'-hncss." 
We wouldn't exactly expect the Eng- 


lish to be so consarned plain because they 
are great muddlers themselves, but it 
seems that even a muddler can tire of a 
supcrmuddlcr.

It may come as a surprise, even 


shock, to many players that I recom 
mend a rebid of only one no trump 
for the South hand. I imagine the 
four honor tricks will be highly im 
pressive to the average player wht 
probably will argue that, with one 
honor trick more than required fo 
an opening bid. South 
should 


choose a stronger rebid than one nc 
trump. There is logic in this ob 
jcction, but the matter resolves it 
self to a choice of the lesser of two 
evils. Granting that one no trumi 
as a rebid by South is an under 
statement in 
respect 
to 
hono- 


tricks, it is of greater significance 
that a two no trump rebid would 
be a dangerous overbid. South ha 
nothing under his honor tricks, no 
intermediate cards whatever, anc 
no five card suit. Moreover, he has 
no "fit" with partner's spade suit 
which immediately suggests diffi 
culty in establishing that suit. 


The way to test South's proper 


rebid is first to visualize 
the 


strength North must have in order 
to give a good play for game. I 
South arbitrarily assigns North the 
necessary values, he will at once 
see that if North actually has those 
values he will voluntarily rebid in 
response to a mere one no trump 
Note the hand North actually holds 
It will be observed that if North 
had any additional values he would 
not pass to one no trump. At the 
very least, he would 
rebid 
his 


spade suit. If South, smitten with 
his four honor tricks, jumps to two 
no trump on the second 
round, 


North would be a terrible "sissy11 
to pass, one short of game. Yet the 
fact remains that with the respec- 
tive North-South holdings there is 
not the slightest play for nine 
tricks, even though every card is 
"right," and even though the vari- 
ous suits split evenly. 


Of course, a sloppy defense might 


present South with three no trump 
and. although this is a bidding dis- 
sertation, I might point out a de- 
fensive play involved. 


West opens (he heart jack and de- 


clarer wins in his own hand, to pre- 
serve dummy's entry. A spade then 
s led to the jack, and if East is so 
short sighted as to accept this trick 
all my argument about the bidding 
will snap back at me. because three 
no trump will be made. Declarer is 
left with a spade and still can pro- 
tect dummy's heart entry. He wins 
whatever return East makes, leads 
the spade to the king, and clears the 
suit, eventually cashing three spade 
tricks, three hearts, two diamonds, 
and one club. If East correctly stays 
off the first spade, however, declar- 
er quickly finds that he has no play 
for nine tricks.

When peonies fail to bloom, it is 


wise to consider whether or not they 
have been planted too deeply. This 
is a common and not unnatural mis- 
take, but it accounts for many fail- 
ures.

To make my position clear, it is the duty of the District At- ' 
torney so prosecute any violation of she law. The duty of en- ' 
forcing the law devolves unon the police officers of She county, 
which include the sheriff, the town constables, the village mar- 
sfcalls. the city police force and the town supervisors, themselves. 
The District Attorney prosecutes any violations of the law that 
arc brought to his attention by these police officers, or, for that 
matter any citizen of the county. My office has no facilities 
lor even making any investigations, unless I apply to the Muni- 
cipal court for permission to cather evidence in a criminal case 
before the court. 


It Is my intention not to assume any of the duties or pre- 
rogatives of the police officers of the county just as I do not 
e»pect them to assume any of my duties. 
Their duties are 


clearly outlined under the statutes of this j-tatc and I am sure 
that they fully understand them. 


I am willing however to cooperate to the fullest extent with 


any of these police officers should any complaints of any kind 
b- brought to my attention. 


With this In mind, it is my recommendation with regard to 


the elimination of Rambling devices, particularly, slot machines, 
that the sheriff he Riven the power and authority to appoint 
two deputies, who .shall be paid out of the county treasury, and 
whose duties shall be to canvass the county at any time that they 
should be called in, in order to determine whether or not these 


devices are in existence, and make arrests in the event that a 
violation is discovered. These deputies should not be on a full 
time basis but should be paid only when they are called in, or 
perform services in the line of their duty. It is my belief that 
this will effectually prevent gambling devices in the county. 
The sheriff has many duties to perform and if he had the right 
to employ deputies in this manner, at any time that he sees fit, 
results would be accomplished which would justify this slight 
cxoensc to the county. 


Complaints received at my office would be immediately trans- 


mitted to the sheriff and the special deputies who would act in 
accordance with the instructions of the sheriff nnd myself. 


It must be remembered that the town s'ipcrviwrs ,-ire on the 


ground floor and know the conditions of their town better than 
any of the officials of the county, located away from the local 
scenes. 
In order to enforce the law their continued coopera- 


tion is essential and necessary.

Plan Started in 1930 


In preliminary statements Never- 


man emphasized the benefit plan 
instituted in 1930. It had, he said, 
the twofold purpose of providing 
care for those injured in athletic 
competition, and the study of caus- 
es of injury. Twelve other states 
and one nation, Italy, now have 
plans similar to that of the WIAA, 
Neverman declared. 


During the eight years of opera- 


tion the plan has cost the associa- 
tion n total of $76,796.14. Neverman 
said but roughly 90 per cent, or 
$68,092. had been paid back in bene- 
fits alone. The remainder, he said 
was paid out for postage, clerica 
help, printing, 
supplies, 
medical 


and dental advisers and miscellane- 
ous items. 


Of the total receipts, Neverman 


stated, $32.987.62 has come from reg- 
istration fees, which is 50c per boy 
per year for all sports, and 25c per 
boy for all sports except football 
Profit from sale of athletic equip- 
ment was $3,552.86. The balance 
required, Ncverman said, was $40,- 
264.66 and was produced by the 
basketball tournaments. 


"Under present conditions," he 


said, "the plan is in danger. 
The 


schools, who are - the beneficiaries 
must solve the problem. You have 
been told how finances have been 
provided to date. The future is up 
to you. Basketball tournaments can- 
not be made to pay unless there is 
a more general participation of 
the larger schools." 


Schools Against Meet 


Neverman reported that a survey 


conducted in four or the five ad- 
ministrative districts on basketball 
tournament 
competition 
showed 


that of 253 high schools (12 Class 
A, 72 Class B, i69.Class C),iP9 were 
in favor and 54 against the basket- 
ball tournaments. A schools voted 
4 for and 8 against. (Only nine 
Class A schools entered the last 
state tournament), B schools vot- 
ed 50 for and .22 sgainst, and C 
schools, 145 for and 24 against. 


"In the face of this vote the board 


of control will be required to work 
out a tournament plan," Neverman 
declared. "Whether the plan for 
next year will provide revenue de- 
pends to a large extent upon .the 
large high schools."
